Firſt, ye are 
vngodly, that you m y be rich, & then y ou part frõ ſome 
of y our riches: te excuſe for ſome of your vngodlines. It 
may be that ſome here haue ſet don in their wils, when I 
dye, I bequeath an hundred pounds to a Colledge: and an 
hundred pounds to an hoſpitall, and an hundred gownes 
vnto poor men. I doe maruell that you giue no more whe 
you are at that point, for Iudat, when he died, returned all 3175.8.

ſorſake him; then there was a great preaſe to ſee him die. as 
there was heere, to keare him preach. And many of theſe 
which ſeemed like brethren and ſiſters, were his betrayers, & 
accuſers, and perſecuters · ſo inconſtant wee are in our zeale, 
more then in any thing elſe. Thus much of their commin 

and calling to Chriſt : now, to the doctrine which lieth in it. 
Heere bee two ſpeakers, ene ſaith, Thy Mother, and thy 
Brethren are come to ſpeake with thee The other ſaith, Theſe 
are my Mother and Bretbren, which heare the word of God, and 
dar it. The ſcope of the Evangeliſt is this; Firſt,taat Chriſt 
would not hinder his do&rine, for Mother, or Brethren, or 
any Kinſman; Tken, to ſhew that there is a nearer con- 
iunction beetweene Chriſt and the faithfull, then the mo- 
ther and the ſonne. The firſt is written for our comfort, 
Touching the firſt, hee which teacheth vs to honour our fa- 
ther and mother,dooth not teach vs heere to contemne fa- 
ther and mot her, becauſe he ſpeake s of another Mother, for 
it is ſaide, that hee was oledient to his Parent. This hee ſhe- 
weth, when beeing found in the Temple amongſt the Do- 
Rors : hee left all, to goe with his Mother, becauſe ſhee 
fought him, ſo hee honoured her, that he left all for her. I his 
hee ſnewed againe at his death, beeing vpon the croſſe, hee 
was not vnmindfull of her: for pointing vnto Jobs, hee ſaid : 
Alotber, behold thy Somme: and pointing vato her, hee ſayd: 
Behold thy Mother ſo hee commended her to his beloued 
Diſciple before he die d. Therefore, this is not a doctrine of 
diſobedience, but a rule how to obey, As hee taught his 
diſciples, to giue vnto Ceſar, that which is Ceſars, and to 
God, that which is Gods: ſo hee teacheth vs heere, to giue 
vato parents, that which is parents, and to the Lord, that 
which is the Lords. When God ſayd, Honour thy father and 
thy mother, hee did not give a commaundement againſthim- 
ſelfe - and therefore he ſaith, Honour we, before he * 
them. 


chew, The firſt commaundement is, Hanau Cod: the fift 
comma undement is, Honewr thy Parents, leſt you ſhould 
hon our your parents before God. When Sa/owen bade his 
Mother aske him any thing, hee ſignified that the Mother 
ſhould bee obeyed in many things: but when hee denied his 
Mother that one thing which ſne asked, he ſheweth that the 
Mother ſhould not be obeyed in all things. When Chriſt 
ſayd ; Tes haus but one Father and one Maſſer, hee ſpeakes of 
Faith and Religion, ſhewing that when it concerneth our 
Faith and Religion, we fhuld reſpe ct but one Father and one 
Maſter, which is the giuer of our Faith, and the Maiſter of 
our Religion. | | 
When Paul ſayd, Children, obey your Par ents in the Lore; 
he meanes not, that wee ſhouldobey them againſt the Lord, 
As when hee ſaith, Obey Princes for conſcience ſake , hee mea- 
neth not, that wee ſhould obey them againſt conſcience, 
Therefore, when it commeth to this, that the earthly father

When. two milch kine did carry the Arke of the Lord 
to Berhſvemeſp , theit calues were ſhut vp at home, becauſe 
the kine ſhould not ſtay, wien they heard their calues crie 
after them: ſo, when thou goeſt about the Lords buſineſſe, 
chou ſhalt heare a cry of thy father, and thy mother, and thy 
brethren, and thy filters, and thy kindred, to ſtay theeʒ but 
then thou muſt thinke of another father, as Chriſt thought 
ofanother Mother: and ſo as theſe kine went on till the Lord 
brought them where the Arke ſhould reſt; ſo thou ſhalt 
goe on, till the Lord bring thee where thou ſhalt reſt. It is

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better to flie from our friends, as Abrabaw did, then to ſtay Gn. 1. 3. G 


with ſome friends, as S did with Dalla.

As this voyce camei to 
Chriſt, hile he was labouririg, ſo many ſuch voices come to 
vs vrhile we are labouring . One ſaith, Pleaſure would ſpeake 
vu you: another ſaith, Profite would iſpeake with you : 
ano ther ſaith, Eaſe would ſpeake with you: another faith; a 
Deanery would ſpeake with you: another ſaith, a Biſnopriclæ 
would ſpeake with you: another faith , the Court would 
ſpeake with you.. zeruun⁰ανο . e. 
When a man is is a good way, and ſtudieth the Scripture 
to be a teacher in the Church, a voice commeth to his eare, as 
this came to Chriſts, and ſaith : Thy friends would have thee 
ſtudʒ the Law, ſox by Diuinitie thou halt attaine tono pre- 
ſerment, and thine on locke will vexe thea, or the Biſhop

Ihe bea Diuine already;& preach his conſcience, a voice 

commeth vnto him againe, as this did to Chriſt, & faith, Th 
friends would haue thee to be quiet, or there be Spies which 
do note what tliou ſaiſt, ox there be fellowes that lie in wait 
fox thy living ; ſo ſometimes with a little intreaty, he begin-

So ſoone as the children bee borne , their Parents bring

God : but ſo ſoone as they be able to ſerue him, they tempt 
themaway from him, to Law, or Phiſicke, or Merchandiſe, 
or Husbandrie,and had rather they ſhould be ofany Tribe, 

Numb. 3.6. then of the Tribe of Leni, which ſerueth in the Temple. He 

7.8. which will be hindered, ſhall haue blocks enough: but we e 
muſt learne to leape ouer all, as Chriſt leaped ouer this. If 
we ſhould leaxe Father, and Mother, and Wife,aud Children, for 
Chriſt, much leſſe ſhould wee care for labour, or loſſe, or 
ſhame,ortrouble, or diſpleaſure; for wee ſhould aduenture 
theſe for our friends. Thus much of his natural kindred;now 
of his ſpirituall kindred. 1 

Heere is another genealogie of Chriſt, which CMatthew 
and Lake, neuer ſpake of. As Chriſt ſaith; I haue another 
bread which you know not: ſo lie ſaith: I haue other kinſmen which 
you know not. 

2. John. T. S. John writing to a Lady, which brought vp her children 
in the feare of God, calleth her the elect Lady, ſne wing, that 
the chiefeſt honor of Ladies, and Lords, and Princes, is to be 

Afts 17.11. elect ef God. S. Lale ſpeaking ofcertaine Bereans, which 
receiued the word of God with loue, calleththem, more u- 
ble menten the reſlſhe wing, that God counteth none noble, 
but ſuch as are of a noble Spirit. As Jobs calleth none E- 
lect, but the vertuous; and Lake calleth none Noble, but the 
religious: ſo Chriſt calleth none his nenen but the righte- 
ous: and of thoſe onely hee ſaith , Theſe are mymother, and 
rey brethren, which heare the word of God, aud dos it. 7 

AseAbrahams children are nor counted after the fleſh, 
but after the ſpirit. So Chriſts kindred are not counted after 
thefleſh, but after the Spirit; for the fleſh was not made 
after che Image of Cod, but the ſpirit : therefore God is not 
called the Father of bodies, but the Father of ſpirits. _

cond birth of Chriſt, When wee are burneagaine, then Ia. 
Chriſt is borne againe: the Virgin was his Mother by the 
fleſh, and the faithfull are his Mother by the Spirit: The 
holy Ghoſt conceived him in her, the holy Ghoſt doth 
conceive him in them: he was in her wombe,and hee is in 
their hearts: ſhe did beare him, and they doe beare him; 
ſhe did nurſe him, and they doe nurſe him. This is the ſe- 
cond Birth of Chriſt. As the ſoule of man may be called, | 
the temple of the holy Ghot, which is the third perſon, ſo it Cg. 46. 
may be called the wombe. of the Sonne, whichis the ſe- 
cond petſon. 
Before theſe words it is ſaid that Chriſt azked, Who are 
wy brethren?as if he ſhould ſay,yoathinke that I am affec- 4 
ted to my kinſmen as you are. But I tell you that I count "i 
them my kinſmen, vbich heare the word ef God and dos it; To 
ſhew that Chriſt loueth vs with an euerlaſting love : hee 
ſheweth that he doth not loue vs for any temporal things 
but for that which indureth for euer. | 
IfChriſt loued vs as //a«k loued Efan,for veniſon, then 
we mightmiſle the bleſſing as Eſau did. But as Iaba ſuith, C25 ws. 
He loneth inthe trutbſo Chriſt loueth in the truth. To loue 
in theSuth, is the true love : Buery loue but this, at one 
time ot other, hathturned into hatred, but the true loue 
oue r- 
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ouercommeth hatred, as the truth ouercommeth falſe 

hoode. 

- Newfor this loue, Chriſi calls then by all he names of 
loug;his Father, and his Brethren,and his Siſters. In Rom. 
6. they are called bis Serwants; it that bee not enough in 
Iohuthe fiſteenth, they are called bs friends, if that be not e- 
nough in Late the foure & twentieth, they are called. hi 
brethren; ;If that benot enough, m Merl. they are cal- 
led ba Childrex;if that be not enough, here they be called 
bis Mother; It that be not enough, in Canticles the fitth, 
they are called his Spouſe:toſhew that he loueth them withs 
all Jouesthe Mothers loue, the Brothers loue, the Siſters 
loue,the Maiſters loue,and the Friends love: 

If allcheſe loues could be put together, yet Chriſts — 
exceedeth them alzand the Mother, and the Brother, and 
the ſiſter, and the child, and the kinſman, and the friend & 
the ſeruat, would not do aud ſuffer ſo much among them 
all, as Chriſt hach done, and ſuffered for vs alone: Such a 
loue wee kindle in Chriſt, lien we heare bis word, and do it 
that wee are as deere vnto him, as all his kindred toge- 
ther. 

Now as we are his Mother, ſo ſhould we carry him in 
our harts as his mother did in her armes. As we are his bre- 
thren, ſo we ſhould preferre him, as Joſeph did Bemamin. 

Gen: 43.43: As we are his Spouſe, ſo we ſhould embrace him as J/aack. 
did Rebecca, if thou be a kinſman, do like a kinſman, 

Now we come tothe markes of theſe kinſwen,w — 
I may call the armes of his houſe; As Chriſt ſaith, 2 
all men ſhall now my Diſciples, if they lone one another: 
ſaith,by this ſhall, all men know my kinſmen; — 
the ward e God, amd doe it. 

As there is a kindred by the Fathers fi de, &akindred 
by the Mothers ſide, ſo there is a kindred of Hearers,and a 
kindred of doers. In Matthew it is ſaid, He which heareth the 
willof my Father,and doth it: here it is ſaid: He which beareth 
the — God,and doth it: both are one: For his wild is his 
will, and therefore it is called his will, Pſalm. 115. 
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As he ſpake there 
tain rule, which he calleth be wordof God, wh 
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of doing, ſo he ſpealees here of a cer- 


herby al mens 


wotkes muſt be ſquared · for if I doe all the works that I 
can to ſatiſſie an others will, or mine owne will, it auaileth 
me nothing with God, becauſe I do it not for God. Ther- 
fore he which al waies before followed his owne wil,whe 


he was ſtricken down, & began to repent himſeltc he pre- 
ſently cried out, Lord,what wilt thou haue me to dee? Asi he

ſhould ſay, I will doe no more as men would haue mee, or 
as the diuell would haue mee, or according as the fleſh 
FFould haue mee, but as thou wouldſt haue me. So Dauid 
prayed, Teach me (O Lord) to doethywill,not my wil:tor we 
need not to be taught to do our one will, no more then 
aCuckao to ſing cuckoo, her owne name. Euery man can 


go to hell without a guide. 

Here is the rule now, if you liue 
to Chriſt: as other k indreds goc by birth and marriage, ſo 

this kindred goetꝭi by faith & obedience. Hearers are but 


halfe kin, as it were in a farte degree: butthey which heare 


and dos are called his Mother, which is the neateſt kinred 
of all. Therefore if you haue the deede, then are you kin 
indeed; rhere is no promiſe made to heaters,nor to ſpea- 
ers, nor to readers but al} promiſet ate made to belce- 
uers. or to doers. | 

If you aske God, who ſhaltdwell inthe holy mountain, 
hee ſaith, The man which walketh-oprightly : heere are none 
but dooers, If you aske Chrift, who ſhall enter into the 
kingdome of Heauen, hee faith, No: they wih cue Lord, 
Lor4(though they crie twice Lord) bat they whi. h doe the 
will of y Father: here are none but davers. If you aske 
himagaine, how you may come to heaven ? hee ſaith,

the prophets: ſo ſaith P which had the ſpiric of God: My 
ſhcepe knowerny voyce (ſaith Chriſt): but a ſtrangerthey 
wil not follow. What Prophet is he that the ſpirit — 
not, & the ele ct doe not belecueꝰ Ii is I, faith Eliu, and none 
elſe: God grant that neuer falſe Prophet find more credite.

Elia, your time is paſt, you were filled with the holy Ghoſt 
from your mothers wombe, and doe ye not yet belecue, or 
is not your time yet come wherein men ſhall beleeue you e 
Why then doe you ſpeuice for credite before your time ? or 
why doe you bidde vs belceue you ?I am wearie of theſe 
tales, and haue beene too long in —— that ſpirite, 
which Itruſt no brother will beleeue.

fate at the table, the Lord ſpake to the man of Bethel, be- 
cauſe thou haſt not done as the Lord commanded thee, but 
tui ned againe and eaten, thou ſhalt not come home to bee 
buried with thy fathers, And as hee was gone, a Lion met 
him by the way, and flew him. God ſpake once to Baalewe 
but Baalam beſought Cod to ſpeake vnto him againe, and , 
ſo the foohiſh Prophet was rebuked of his Aſſe, becauſe hee 
tempted God to alter his commaundement. How long 
looke we after deceitſull ſignes 2 how. long halt we betweene 
two Opinions? If the Apoſtles ſpeake the truth,belecue themz 
if Elia ſpeake the truth, heare him: a prentiſe in Mansfielde: 
calleth himſelfe Elia: but Thomas will not belecue, how ſhall 
omen. Thomas bee made to belecuc? Put to thy hand Thomas, and 
fecle my wound. So ſhew me thy teſtimony Eluar, let nee 
feele your heart, let me ſee your workes, let mee heare your 
faith, your wiſedome, your knowledge, and what you can 
foreteilto come: [f you will not come to this rec koning, then 
Iſay no more, but warne all men to beware. It I had not 
kno ne the truth, I would haue thought this man had ſpo- 
ken truth. 

God ismy wnnes, I haue ſuffered the Spirite to ſpeake 
ynto thee, becauſe Iſeeke thy converſion, but ifrhou wilt 
not returne, while mercy is ready, I bring thee ſorrowtull ty- 
dings, when Satan ſhall not helpe thee, the rack muſtprooge 
this doctrine: wilt thou heape God, and the diuell, and man 
vpon thee all at once?
